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ABSTRACT 

This research project studies the ^-^ading interests 
of junior high school students in a city schocl in the metrcfclitan 
Atlanta area. Four hundred and fifty students — representative of the 
school population according to grade level, race, sex, and scholastic 
standing- -were given a questionnaire reflecting their reading 
interests and nabits. Responses were weighted to deteririne preference 
more e:cactly. Data from the questionnaire were put on punched cards 
and fed into an IBM 709U computer. Some overall conclusions are: 
Mystery-detective stories seem to be favorites at all levels; Boys 
and girls differ generally in their first choice of reading 
interests; White and Black students agree on mystery-detective 
stories as first choices and generally agree in the next four cr five 
areas of interest; Above- aver age and average students agree on 
mystery-detective stories as their first choice, while below-average 
students favor sports stories; The primary factors influencing 
students to read are magazines and television movies and programs; 
Stories of a contemporary nature are favorites among all groups; In 
general, junior high students read what is currently of interest, 
with a base of some classical authors. V bibliography, a flow-chart 
of procedures, and a copy of the questionnaire are included.

The reason for this stu^jr is to help detennlna tbe i^pes of books lhat > 
Junior hi^ school students road. Specific titles of books will be listed, but 
wo ^jlll bo concerned more with the contents of books. We hope that this stui^ 
will help librarians in the selection of books that satisfy the needs of 
students and contribute to the educational growth and personal dsvelopuent 
of JuziLor hi^ school students. 

A survey of the literature concerning the reading interests of sbudsnta 
covers the period trm 1930 to the present. Bie studies range trm short 
periods of time to long periods of tijne, from llolted gensrallsabllity to 
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extenalvo application, end trm around erada flv* to grade t«al,,, idlh »oet 
etMles being nade to llxe grade six to nine range. Lx Ihe area of r«idlae 
Intoresta of etudente, Colbum (I930) and Ranldn (1^) ostabliahed euA baelo 
theses ae adventure, nysteiy, roraance, eporte and anlinal etorlee, and science 
art liivcntlx>n etorlee ae being popu3^ vlth etudonte. mty (1961), Vaughan 
(1963), Ring (1967), and Jungeblut (1965) i«itorate these basic ihrnaa In 
Itolr studies, with science flctlxm appearing nore of ten as a favorite subject 
Of Btories. Later studies by lapldes (1971) and Wilson (Wl) Indicate a 
gxxnrth of Interest In books dealing wltii contenpomry life, drug addiction, 
crtee, Vietnam, Hegro proW-ems. In the ar«a of reading Interests of boya and 
girls, Co3bum (1930) and Rartdn (1910.), through Morvell (195&) to Vaugjm (I963) 
and Puerto (I968), seem to have arrived at the same opinion tiuit girls read 
more than boye and that the reading intereeta of boys and girls differ 
elgnlflcantOy. Intelligence as a factor la reading Interest «s studied by 
Rnnldn {19hh), rngrlm (1968) and Ktog (1967) ^ arrived at similar conoLw 
alons, the s3.,w and the bricJit students have similar reading interests, 
but differ only in quantity and rate of r eading. However, Horvell (I95O) 
indicated in hies tudy that there Is a decided difference la tHe reading inUr- 
csts of bricjit and slov children. Studies of factors that influence students 
to road, made by Witty (I96I), Jones (1965), King (1967) and Pllgri« (1908)^ 
revealed that television, radio and movies rated hi^ among students. As far 
aa Ii3t3 of favorite titles and authors 1^ coneemed, studies made by Rarida 
(19hh), Colbum (1930), Norvell (1950), Moses (1962), leng (1568), Wilson (I970) 
ar^ Lapides (1971) indicate a basic ch^ge la particular titans, with a feir 
classic authors, such as T„aln, Alcott, Dlclcens, and Stevenson, appearing 
on t.ost liste. It seems that «hat la currently popular makes the reading llBf 
Of studente. Of this, I^pides says, "Ihe free reading of student, refleote 
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that of tho society of which they are a part,"! Uttle has been dona 

Burvoyljig Ihe reading Interests of blaok students or tiio Innuenoe of ttnwLU 
school subjects on reading Interests. The gpneial conclusion arrived at frm 
this swvey of tlie literature indicates that basic Interests and differences 
remain about the sane, viille Individtial titles and authors vary with the 
tinco«

The target population for this st«4jr la the 1300 stafants at Marietta 
Junior HicJi School, tdth approxinately the following percentagest JOjJ boye, 
50^ Cirlsj 7(X; vMte, 30^ blackj liO-605S A-B students, 3(>-$0j« CJ) students, 
10-15J5 E students. The variation In percentages for grade average is due to 
ttie changes In averages frcn quarter to quarter, and to the difficulty for 
fltudonto to detemlne the specific ceoMp In till** their grades fit. 

The sample consists of fifty studonts from each grade level. The sanple 
responses wore dotemlned as follows 1 

Sixth grade I Tin> classes viore randomly 8e?^ted, eaoh vltii approodnately 
twenty-fivo to thirty students. From all the responses, fifty were selected

Scnrenth and eig fttiii jgra des t In each grade levels there vaa a selection 
of class "bloclcs** \ihlch hod a reprosentative Grouping of students by sex^ raoe^ 
and Grade averace^ Then there was a random selactlon of one of these "blocks* 
for each grade I'rvel^ Finally^ from approxjbnatolor sixty responses trm each 
GTsdo loreL there was a selection of fifty responses to further establish 
rcprosentativeness of the gi^^« 

Altfaou{^x variables as such do not apply to thle type of eurvey^ yet the 
follo^rlng can arbitrarily be established! the dependent tariablee are the 
factors bolng surveyed for^ such as reading interests^ tSjne spent reading for 
assigmicnts and onjo^^nt^ idiat students want to read about^ vhat helps then 
decide to read^ etc« The independent variables are grade level^ sex^ race^ 
and Grade average^ 

To dctexmlne the reading interests and other infoxnatlon^ a questlomialra 
vos adninintered to the sariple* Seine ideas for this questionnaire were taken 
from one used in a survey by (lartln (1963)^ A copy of this questionnaire 
appears on p« 30»32« The validity and reliablllly of the questionnaire 
vore cGtabllohed mainly by tuo pilot studies^ each involving the adninlstratlon 
of the qiostionnalre to three students from each grade levels Fuxiiier testing 
of the questionrvxire was effected bv the JtidfTnent of two teachers from each 
grade levcl^ and the suggestions of two Instructors at the University of 
GcorfrLa serving as advisors for this project^ 

Tae first step in the procedure for this survey was to obtain pemission 
frori sdiool authorities to conduct the curvoy# Then the grades were seledtod 
as the sample population^ trying to keep tha same representativeness in the 
ss!!!ple population as the percentagee in the target population* The tuo pUot 



studies v»re then made and any revision of the q\»8tionmlr« attended to. Th« 
questionnaire was then Given to the classes selected. The researcher adnlnla- 
tored all questionjial'^s, vllh teacher asaiotance, awl gave aU directions needed. 
Little erplanation was given concerning definitions of any teimsj little was 
asked by students. The jresearcher and teacher circulated around the classroca 
to be sure nimbors were put for nreferonccs, not mewly checks. In a few 
cases, irlth E students, oral questioninc and help vere glTOO to complete th» 
questionnaire properjy. In this type of procedure, lOOjS response xias anticl. 
patod and obtained. Tlie information was then k^mched on punch cards, 
llurtbora on the questionnaire indicate "fields" on the card for various itens 
of infotnation. Tlie cards vjere than fed into an IBM 709l» caqmter to produce 
print-outs of desired infoitnation. The print-outs included the followlngt

Uattos of favorite titles and authors vas done nai^iaiay, since there uas 
such a variation In choices. Data on the punched cards irare run on the EMD 
(Blonodlcal) Prosrsn on the ESI 709k, »hich produced about 1^,000 lines of 
prlnt-wit. Relevant data wro then collated and adjusted for Interpretation. 
A flo'-jchart of these procedures can bo found on p, 28-29, 

Since the B!ID prosron used for thlo survey also produced Inf oimtlon not 
particu:^2y relevant to this study, it was necescaiy to select the pertinent 
data, trpnsfor the data to a prepared fom and then tabulate the results in 
a maraior suitable for the f rameirerk of this survoy. In aU oases uhere 
proforonces or choices wro made, a woi^ited fom uas used to help decide tfas 
final order of proforence.

Thla cectlon ahoijs the greatest varlatlona between groups, with the exception 
of grade level. The term eexy stories was not explained to any of the groups 
answering the question and no students asked for any e3q)lanatlon. 



Conclusions - Table E; 

1, Sixth, seventh and el^th graders selected seaty stories, drug 
addiction, sports and crime among the first five. The first ehoicea 
varied for each of the grades, but the difference betxreen the first 
and second choices was generally small, 

2, A large variation existed in the preferences of boys and girls. 

Boys naturally are more Interested in sports than are girls who 
rated sports stories quite low, but rated drugs and drug addiction 
as their first choice, 

3, The difference in first choices of lAlte and black students was 
expected, vjith vhite students shoxdng little interest in stories 
about llegroes, while black students rated stoirles about Negroes 
first, Hoxraver, both ^jhite and black students generally agree on 
their interests in sexy stories, drug addiction, crime, and sports 
stories. 

It, The above average and average students agree ri^t down the line 
up to the fifth choice in their interests, while the slower 
students agree generally with them, but rate sexy stories fifth 
and show a predominant interest in sports stories, 

A Baltimore reporter wrote, in 1970, "This year, you've got to be 
young, or In love, or black, to appeal to teenagers,«2 vfe ml^t, by 
Implies tion, assume that beir-g young and In love applies to Interest in 
sexy stories, in the drug scene, and in pportlng activities. If this 
assumption is correct, then the Baltimore reporter's statement would also 
apply now, to Junior hl^ school students.

2. Recoimnendation by another person may be due to peer influence, teacher 
influence or librarian influence. Ihls could be an area where teachers 
and librarians can be more active and Influential in reading guidance. 

3# Reading other books by popular authors does not show up as a strong 
influence in helping Junior hi^ students decide to read, yet 
personal experience and observation as a Junior hi^ school librarian 
indjisate that this factor is more important than it appears on this

OVERAIL CX)WCLUSI0M3 

1. There is a difference in the first preferences of slxtii, seventh, and 
eighth graders In their reading interests. All grades chose nysteiy- 
detectlve etorlas. 3he next four choices differ generally in positlx)n, 
but indicate a general agreement in reading interests. 

2. Boys differ noticeably from girls in their first choice of reading interests| 
boys naturally choose sports stories, and girls choose mystexyMletectivo 
stories first. Olrls rank romance second, while boys rank this factor 
quite low. Boys list sexy stories second on Table E, indicating they 
differentiate bet^ieen sex and love. The next four choices also indicate 

a general agreement in reading interests. 

3. White and bl^ck students agree in their first choice of reading interests 
and generally agree in the next four or five areas of interest. 

li. Above average and average students both selected inysteiyMietectlve stories 
as their first ehoicej below average students list nysteiyHteteetive 
stories a dose second behind sports stories. 

5. The prlmajy factors influencing Junior high students to read aw nagaalnsB 
and television movies and programs. We can see in this Infomation an area 
v)here teachers and librarians can exert influence and gaidanoe toward some 



of the better, classical programs and movies on television, and In 

acquiring current roagazinas of interest to Junior hi^ students. 

6. Junior hi^ students are In tune with the world, as shown by their desire 
to read sexy stories, and to read about drugs and drug addiction, sports, 
crime, and early marriages. This information presents very formidable 
and influent?^ areas for librarians to acquire books dealing with these 
current ideas and contemporary happenings viiich captivate the minds of 
Junior hi^ students... books vhich treat some of these controversial and 
delicate subjects hi healthy, stralE^itforward, informative ways, not 
blatantly or unrealisticaUy. 

7. ConservaUvoly, Junior high students prefer stories about nature, home and 
school, history, faiiy tales, and biography. These appeal to their 
romantic. Imaginative and inquisitive natures. Book selection and reading 
guidance could be key factors in Influencing and directing the reading of 
Junior high students in titese conservative areas as well as in contemporary, 
controversial, current affairs. 

8. Junior high school students e^and more time reading for personal enjoyment 
than for class assignments. On the average, a Junior high student spends 
about three to five hours each week reading for enjoyment awi for class 
asslgmonte. Reading speeds and reading comprehension of Individual 
students would affect the efficiency of a three-to^lve^our period of 
reading. 

9* The Hating of titles and authors follows the trend of xoadlng surveyst 
students read idiat is currently of Interest, with a base of some classical 
writers. Students could not generally remember authorsf they remember 
stories better than titles. Judging from their questions concerning books 
and stories. 
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The applications of the data found In thle survey are left tp to 
Individuals Interested In young people and reading. Some applications are 
Implied In tills report, but specific directions are left up to Individuals 
and Individual situations* 

Marjorle Sullivan says, "Building the young adult collection, we look 
for quality of text and f oiroat as trell as appeal, level of difficulty, and 
developmental and curricular uses. Of these, it Is appeal which whisks 
the book frcm the shelf ,"3 While a book may be appealing, it nay also 
help the individual to grow In knowledge, to mature In spirit, and to 
develop self-motivating ombltlons. In book selection, we should "be 
guided not so much by our assessment of a book's literary worth, as by our 
assessment of its relevance to the reader* o situation and his needs,"^ 
Book selection and reading guidance can not bo fuUy learned in schools 
of education, but they can be learned more practically ri^t la a school 
library or a school dassrocm or a school pXayground where teachers, 
librarians and students meet on common grounds and raingle freely vriLth 
free exchange of ideas. 

This survey has endeavored to discover some of the things which appeal 
to teenagers, to establish seme of their needs, and to deteimine the 
atructtiros which make up their world. We hope that this survey helps 
librarians and teachers in supplying reading materials of interest and 
value to the students they serve and In guiding and directing the reading 
of these students*
